Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of our said inven- 
tion and iu wliAt manner the ^ame is to 
be performed, we declare that what we 
claim is : — 

1. A sweetmeat made of a length of 
.^ugar rock of gradually tapered forma- 
tion aud having a larger hnlboua eiid» ih* 
exterior being covered either with a layer 
of white sugar throughout or with o layer 
* of sugar the tint of which is white at the 
larger bttlbous end and of a green tint at 
the tapered end, the uniformly white 
Hweeimeat l>eing provided with a green 
pa)>er wrapping at the tapered end ter- 
minating either in a fringed tuft of paper 
-tripn formed of such wrapping itaelf or 
the wrapping fierving to hold i& place a 
>^pttra<e fringed tuft of paper.
